or subversion of the Government of Laos. 47 

3. For DCI information: CIA is frequently charged by 
officials of the Lao Government as supporting a Lao resis- 
tance movement. While it is true that resistance forces are 
operating against Laos from within Laos and from Thailand, 

CIA in no way sponsors or otherwise provides support to their 
ranks or activities. We have, however, continued to collect 
intelligence on the status of the Lao resistance within the 
context of monitoring the Lao internai political scene.
